Liver 
is,ruined if salted in the frying pan dur- 
ing cooking. For patients with no teeth 
the liver is cut into cubes not over one- 
half inch long in any direction. These 
are boiled and broiled. * 

To make liver soup: Scrape the liver 
with a knife until all the pulp is re-. 
moved. Use the pulp and discard the 
stringy tissue. Add the liver pulp to a 
strong, tasty bouillon. Add slowly and 
stir well as the heating proceeds gently, 
The finished soup should have the con- 
sistency of cream soup. 

Another soup: Make some liver dump- 
lings by stirring liver pulp into bread 
cooked in milk. Add a little flour and
